MINUTES    OF    THE    ADJOURNED    ANNUAL 

MEETING. 

(Held  June  4,  1892,  at  the  Central  Union  Church.) 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  retiring 
President,  Dr.  N.  B.  Emerson.  After  singing  "Blest 
Be  the  Tie,"  opening  prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  S.  E. 
Bishopu 

The  minutes  of  the  annual  meeting,  held  at  J*udge 
Dole's,  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Recording  Secretary  read  his  report  for  the  year 
which  was  accepted  and  ordered  printed. 

The  report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  Mrs.  L. 
B.  Coan,  was  read,  accepted  and  ordered  printed, 
allowing  her  to  make  any  additions  that  may  come  to 
her  notice. 

The  Treasurer,  Mr.  W.  F.  Frear,  then  read  his  re- 
port which  showed  that  a  considerable  proportion  of 
the  appropriations  for  the  past  year  have  not  been 
paid  owing  to  lack  of  funds.  The  report  was  accepted, 
and  ordered  printed. 

Dr.  Hyde  moved  that  in  addition  to  his  report,  the 
Treasurer  prepare  a  comparative  statement  of  the 
amounts  actually  paid  on*  the  appropriations  for  the 
past  year  and  the  amounts  still  unpaid. 

The  Treasurer  stated  that  50%  of  all  appropriations 
had  been  paid,  except  those  for  the  Mortlock  and  Ruk 
Missions  and  the  Chinese  and  Portuguese  schools  in 
Honolulu,  on  which  nothing  has  been  paid. 

After  a  discussion  1t  was  voted  to  defer  the  matter  in 
regard  to  a  supplementary   report  to  the  next  meeting. 

Voted  that  the  reports  from  Kawaiahao  Seminary, 
East  Maui  Female  Seminary,  Kohala  Girls  School. 
Hilo  Boy's  Boarding  School  and  the  Chinese  School 
in  Honolulu  be  printed  with  the  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary's report.  ' 
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Two  reports  in  regard  to  the  Girls  Industrial  Home 
were  read,  one  by  Miss  Carpenter,  manager  of  the 
Home  and  the  other  by  Judge  Dole  for  the  Industrial 
Home  Committee.  Both  reports  were  accepted  and 
ordered  printed,  privilege  being  given  the  committee 
to  make  such  additions  or  changes  in  their  report  as 
they  desire. 

It  was  voted  that  the  address  of  the  retiring  Presi- 
dent take  the  place  of  the  Maile  Wreath  for  the  next 
meeting. 

A  collection  was  taken  up  amounting  to  $11.40.  39 
present  at  meeting. 

The    Society  adjourned   to   meet   at  W.  W.   Hall's 
residence,  at  the  usual  time  for  the  next  meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREIGN  AND  HOME  COR- 
RESPONDING SECRETARY. 


THE    FOREIGN    FIELD. 

On  the  tardy  return  of  the  Morning  Star  last  year 
from  Micronesia,  we  had  an  unusual  budget  of  news. 
This  gave  very  full  accounts  of  what  our  Ponape 
friends  had  experienced  in  being  exiled  from  their 
homes  by  the  remoreless  Spaniards,  and  also  what  in 
common  with  the  dwellers  upon  Kusaie  they  had  suf- 
fered from  a  terrific  hurricane  that  had  swept  over  that 
island.  We  could  but  marvel  at  the  Christian  heroism 
of  those  dear  folk  who  took  the  spoiling  of  their  goods 
with  cheerful  resignation.  And  with  them  we  gave 
thanks  that  their  lives  had  been  precious  in  His  sight 
thro  all  their  perils.  Mr.  Rand  had  been  very  ill  and 
it  was  deemed  best  for  him  and  Mrs.  Rand  to  come  to 
Honolulu.      Miss    Foss  remained   with   Miss  Fletcher 
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to  cafe  for  the  few  girls  whom  they  had  been  allowed 
to  take  to  Kusaie.  Miss  Palmer  and  Miss  Smith  much 
worn  and  spent  returned  en  route  for  their  homes  in 
the  States. 

The  vessel,  after  a  short  stay  in  this  harbor,  pro- 
ceeded to  San  Francisco  where  much  repairing  was 
done  upon  her,  and  where,  under  the  supervision  of 
Capt.  Bray,  such  changes  were  made  in  her  cabin  as 
render  her  a  far  more  comfortable  carrier  of  her  pas- 
sengers. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rand  were  most  kindly  entertained  in 
several  of  the  Cousins'  homes,  for  three  months  they 
were  guests  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Geo.  Castle,  and  Mr. 
R's  health  became  so  re-established  he  was  able  to 
go  forth  again  to  labor  as  Providence  might  direct. 
This  however,  was  not  until  December.  It  was  a  most 
difficult  task  for  those  who  had  it  in  hand  to  make  a 
time  schedule  that  should  be  for  the  greatest  good  of 
all,  and  bring  the  Star  back  to  her  port  of  supply  in 
time  to  start  seasonably  on  the  next  trip.  The  sche- 
dule was  faithfully  carried  out  by  Capt.  Garland  and 
we  welcomed  the  Star  on  April  10th.  But  we  sympa- 
thize with  all  who  were  disappointed  in  their  plans  for 
touring,  and  whose  time  was  too  short  for  making 
ready  the  yearly  mail. 

We  looked  for  the  coming  of  Dr.  Pease  and  family, 
for  we  had  heard  with  pain  of  injuries  sustained  in  his 
last  tour  through  the  Marshall  group,  and  of  his  de- 
pleted strength.  But  being  some  what  better  he  had 
bravely  kept  at  his  post  in  hope  that  a  successor  would 
be  ready  to  take  his  place  when  he  leaves  in  1893. 
For  our  appropriation  to  his  school,  he  says,  "We 
desire  to  return  mnost  sincere  thanks,  strongly  empha- 
sized by  the  fact  that  owing  to  our  hurricane  this  is 
with  us  a  time  of  special  need"  We  hang  our  heads 
in  sorrow  that  hard  times  have  kept  us  from  redeem- 
ing our  virtual  pledges. 


The  work  at  Ruk  seems  prosperous.  Mrs.  Logan 
and  Miss  Kinney  have  moved  into  a  new  building 
which  accommodates  their  girls  far  better  than  their 
former  straitened  quarters.  The  "Lima  Kokua  So- 
ciety" of  Kawaiahao  Seminary  will  send  material  for 
dining-room  tables,  which  Mr.  Worth  will  make  for  the 
school. 

From  his  second  effort  to  do  evangelistic  work 
among  the  Gilbert  islanders,  Mr.  Walkup  returned  al- 
most discouraged,  because  of  no  suitable  means  of 
getting  from  island  to  island.  O!  for  the  millionaire's 
surplus  wherewith  to  build  missionary  fleets. 

Miss  Gulick  reports  housekeeping  on  a  small  scale 
as  object  lessons  while  touring  among  the  Japanese. 
Some  had  tried  to  learn  the  art  of  yeast  and  bread- 
making.  She  estimates  that  during  ten  days  in  Miya- 
zaki  she  had  made  at  least  one  thousand  bows,  sitting 
on  the  floor  and  leaning  forward  till  her  head  nearly 
touched  her  hands  spread  before  her  on  the  mat. 

Mrs.  Louise  Gulick,  the  widow  of  our  lamented  Dr. 
1  Gulick,  has  gone   to  Japan  to  be  a   comfort  and  com- 
panion to  her  children  there. 

This  is  the  tenth  year  in  Turkey  of  our  Shepard 
cousins,  and  from  what  we  know  of  their  devotion  to 
their  work  we  cannot  wonder  they  have  made  multi- 
tudes of  friends  among  the  patients  who  from  all  parts 
of  Central  Turkey  go  to  the  Aintab  hospital  of  which 
Dr.  Shepard  has  charge.  For  poor  women  and  girls 
Mrs.  S.  has  started  an  industry  in  Syrian  needle  lace 
which  is  proving  a  great  boon  for  widows  and  orphans. 
Purchasers  are  found  in  England  and  America.  She 
sends  a  sample  of  the  exquisite  lace  and  would  be  glad 
of  patronage  here. 

From  Miss  Van  Duzee  we  learn  of  the  sad  affliction 
that  has  come  to  her  in  the  death  of  a  sister  and  of  her 
mother.  Both  vflbre  so  ready  for  the  heavenly  rest  she 
could  but  rejoice  for  them  that  they  have  entered  into  it. 
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Miss  Cathcart  writes  from  King's  Mountain,  N.  C.j 
where  in  a  school  for  colored  youths  she  finds  work 
not  unlike  that  in  our  native  schools  and  a  work  in 
which  she  declares  herself  very  happy  and  very  thank- 
ful for  strength  to  have  a  share.  The  "Lima  Kokua" 
remember  her  with  a  donation  often  dollars. 

We  all  rejoice  that  our  former  beloved  pastor,  Rev. 
Walter  Frear,  now  occupies  the  position  of  agent  for 
the  A.  B.  C.  F.  M.  in  San  Francisco.  His  long  ac- 
quaintance with  the  Board's  missions  and  missionaries 
in  the  North  Pacific,  gives  him  eminent  qualifications 
for  the  office. 

A  delightful  letter  from  cousin  Wm.  Gulick  reaches 
us  in  time  to  lend  an  interest  to  this  report.  •  He  writes, 
"After  Mrs.  Gulick  and  I  left  the  islands,  reaching  San 
Francisco  the  first  of  September,  she  remained  in 
California  two  months  while  I  went  East.  Everywhere 
the  story  of  the  "Gospel  in  Spain"  was  listened  to  with 
an  interest  that  surprised  me.  I  remember  with  es- 
pecial pleasure  the  hospitality  of  friends,  and  the  great 
and  stirring  and  sympathetic  congregations  that  listen- . 
ed  to  the  story  of  our  work."  He  speaks  of  being  the 
guest  of  "our  ever  dearest  friends  in  Oakland,  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Merritt  in  Tacoma,  of  our  good  cousins 
Henry  and  Sarah  Lyman  in  Chicago"  and  of  spending 
five  delightful  days  at  Hampton  with  General  Arm- 
strong. Of  the  work  there  he  says,  "When  I  came 
to  see  it,  I  found  that  I  had  had  no  adequate  know- 
ledge of  its  magnitude  and  interest  and  importance. 
It  is  a  grand  work  being  grandly  done;  and  it  is  cause 
for  universal  thankfulness  that  our  cousin's  health  is 
so  far  restored  that  it  may  reasonably  be  expected  that 
his  presence  and  his  influence  will  be  long  spared  to 
the  cause  to  which  he  has  given  his  life."  And  surely 
there  is  universal  thankfulness. 
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AT    HOME. 


Our  leading  social  event  of  the  year  as  to  time  and 
importance,  perhaps,  was  the  Jubilee  of  Oahu  College. 
Hardly  had  we  ended  the  quotation  from  Gen.  Arm- 
strong's letter  in  which,  bemoaning  the  apparent 
remoteness  of  a  return  to  the  land  he  loves,  he  says, 
"one  gains  nothing  by  being  anxious.  The  right  thing 
comes  at  the  right  time,"  when,  indeed,  it  came,  and 
he  was  here  to  give  the  address  in  the  old  stone  church 
before  the  alumni  of  Punahou  and  a  charmed  audience. 
Cousin  VVm.  Gulick,  with  his  noble  wife  who  won  all 
hearts,  was  here  also,  after  an  absence  of  forty  years, 
exuberant  as  a  boy  in  his  delight  to  revise  old  memories 
and  old  acquaintance.  As  we  heard  the  earnest  words 
and  saw  the  genial  manners  of  this  worth}'  couple  we 
understood  how  they  have  won  the  confidence  and 
respect  of  Spaniards  among  whom  they  have  so  long 
labored.  The  presence  of  these  guests  from  abroad 
added  much  to  the  interest  of  the  Jubilee.  The  pam- 
phlet in  which  are  collected  the  address  of  the  orator  of 
the  day,  the  beautiful  poem  by  Mrs.  Dillingham,- and 
various  speeches  and  letters,  must  have  had  wide  cir- 
culation among  the  cousinhood,  for  early  or  late,  a 
large  propotion  of  them  have  been  members  of  the 
college.  Most  favored  have  we  been  on  two  jubilee 
occasions,  that  of  the  Reinforcement  of  1837,  and  this 
of  Punahou,  in  having  two  adopted  cousins  who  have 
done  such  loyal  and  royal  service  in  helping  forward 
our  celebrations  as  have  Pres.  Merrittand  Pres.  Hosmer. 

A  political  event  of  grave  importance,  greatly  affect- 
ing the  interests  of  our  treasury,  was  the  passage  by 
the  U.  S.  Congress  of  the  world  renowned  McKinley 
bill.  Prosperity  that  had  been  at  high  tide  before  sud- 
denly fell,  and  all  through  the  year  we  have  looked 
solemnly  at  the  figures  $7,160.00  which  represent  our 
promises  to  seventeen  different  objects.     How  far  we 
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have  fallen  short  in  these  the  treasurer's   report  will 
tell  us. 

When  we  reflect  that  resident  cousins  constitute 
most  of  the  officers  and  a  large  proportion  of  the  active 
members  of  the  Hawaiian  Board;  the  Womans'  Board 
of  Missions;  the  W.  C.  T.  U.;  the  Ladies'  Benevolent 
Society  of  the  Central  Union  Church;  the  Missionary 
Gleaners,  and  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  it  is  not  strange  wei 
owe  the  McKinley  bill  a  grudge  every  time  we  open 
our  purses  to  help  these   organizations   so  dear  to  us.  ■ 

We  have  had  a  great  loss  in  the  removal  of  Mr.  P. 
C.  Jones  and  all  his  family  to  Boston.  They  are  missed 
in  every  circle.  Their  beautiful  Nuuanu  home  with 
its  charming  satelite,  the  cottage  of  Edwin  Jones' 
family,  is  dreary  without  them.  Mrs.  Kitty  Jones  was 
the  honored  delegate  of  our  W.  C.  T.  U.  to  the  noted 
convention  of  the  Worlds'  W.  C.  T.  U. 

Rev.  H.  Bingham  with  wife  and  son  has  gone  on  ' 
long  absence  to  the  States,  that  he  may  be  near  the 
American  Bible  House  as  they  publish  his  Gilbert  Isl- 
ands translation  of  the  scriptures,  to  read  proof-sheets. 
Many  friends  took  great  interest  in  his  careful  packing 
of  the  precious  MSS.  for  transportation  to  New  York, 
and  a  letter  kindly  given  him  by  consul  Severance  to  I 
Custom  House  officials  at  San  Francisco,  ensured  an 
unchallenged  entry  without  duty  of  the  heavy,  copper- 
bound  box. 

Rev.  H.  H.  Parker  had  a  most  deserved  furlough 
from  pastoral  duties  at  Kawaiahao  church  and  made  a 
trip  to  Scotland,  England  and  France,  returning  after 
five  months  travel  much  improved  in  health.  Rev- 
erends Dr.  Hyde  and  O.  P.  Emerson  supplied  his  pul- 
pit during  his  absence. 

Miss  Knight  after  an  absence  of  years  from  her  dear 
New  England  home  has  gone  to  look  upon  its  lovely 
hills  once  more,  and  to  visit  her  nephew,  Henry  Hyde 
at  Ware.     Miss   Carrie   Snow,   after  long  sojourn  in 
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the  States  comes  back  to  the  island  world,  and  is  domi- 
ciled with  her  good  brother  Fred,  in  the  cosey  home  of 
Miss  Mary  Green,  finding  most  interesting  work  in 
the  Chinese  mission  school.  With  sincere  thankful- 
ness we  have  hailed  the  return  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frank 
Damon.  He  comes  with  restored  health  and  with 
eager  gladness  to  resume  the  work  which  no  other  is 
so  fitted  to  have  the  charge  of  as  he.  We  congratulate 
him  and  the  cause  that  the  schools  were  so  well  sus- 
tained under  efficient  teachers,  during  his  absence. 

Miss  Alexander,  a  former  beloved  principal  of  Ka- 
waiahao  Seminary  is  giving  valuable  aid  to  Chinese 
mission  work  in  San  Francisco. 

From  Miss  Hopper  and  Miss  Ingraham  we  learn 
that  each  has  passed  through  scenes  of  sorrow  in  the 
death  of  loved  sisters.  By  both  the  memories  of  their 
island  life  are  fondly  cherished. 

Of  Rev.  Fred  Rouse  we  hear  that  he  is  considered 
"the  leading  preacher  in  the  city — West  Superior,  for 
depth  and  effectiveness,  that  he  has  impressed  himself 
on  that  community  for  good  in  many  ways." 

Forty  years  ago  tomorrow  night  the  H.  M.  C.  S. 
was  organized  in  the  old  mission  school  house.  At  its 
first  annual  meeting  its  president  spoke  of  its  year's 
survival  as  having  been  "amid  the  sneers  of  a  few,  the 
fears  of  some,  and  the  ardent  hopes  and  warm  good 
wishes  of  many."  It  is  pleasant  to  feel  that  sneers 
have  been  hushed,  fears  have  been  banished  and  that 
hopes  have  been  largely  realized.  As  proof  of  the  suc- 
cess of  its  design  it  may  be  mentioned  that  of  its 
Honorary  members  two  hundred  have  been  mission- 
aries in  the  orthodox  use  of  that  name,  while  of  its  Life 
members  thirty  have  done  active  missionary  work  here 
or  in  foreign  lands  under  commission  of  the  A.  B.  C. 
F.  M.  Upward  of  fifty  have  done  work  well  deserving 
to  be  called  missionary  work,  as  teachers  in  the  Ha- 
waiian and  Chinese  schools  aided  by  our  contributions, 
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while  many  have  held  high  positions  as  instructors  in 
schools  of  advanced  grade  both  of  this  and  the  home- 
land. 

One  hundred,  at  least,  of  our  male  members  have 
been  graduates  of  Colleges,  Williams  claiming  about 
one-fourth,  and  Yale  not  far  behind.  Among  these  we 
have  had  Valedictorians,  Salutatory.  Philosophical  and 
High  Oration  men,  of  whom  we  are  justly  proud.  The 
women  have  kept  pace  in  culture  and  talents.  Nearly 
thirty  of  them  have  been  graduates  of  Mt.  Holyoke, 
and  scores  have  been  educated  at  other  famous  schools, 
the  Packer  Institute,  Oberlin,  Ann  Arbor,  Wellesley 
and  Smith.  This  is  a  remarkable  record  when  we 
remember  how  large  a  proportion  of  all. these  were 
sons  and  daughters  of  unmonied  missionaries.  Is  it  not 
another  occasion  for  us  to  say  to  ourselves  "Freely  ye 
have  received,  freely  give?'" 

Let  us  make  the  remaining  decade  of  the  cousin's 
first  Jubilee  more  abounding  in  good  works,  and  richer 
in  love  and  money  for  the  objects  we  have  fostered 
than  any  preceding  ten  years  have  been,  and  thus 
show  our  keeping  of  the  command,  "Be  not  weary  in 
well  doing."

DEATHS. 

Sixteen  years  ago  when  the  Lord  through  the  Am- 
erican Board  called  Dr.  Hyde  from  his  pastorate  at 
Haverhill  to  the  Presidency  of  the  North  Pacific  Insti- 
tute, the  aged  mother-in-law,  Mrs.  T.  W.  Knight  made 
no  opposition  to  the  breaking  up  of  the  happy  house- 
hold of  which  she  was  a  member,  but  cheerfully  came 
with  them  to  the  new  home  in  a  land  very  strange  to 
her.  As  the  years  have  passed  by,  silently  and  gently 
adding  the  infirmities  of  age  to  this  dear  mother,  she 
never  complained  at  the  change,  but  calm  and  loving 
and  quiet  awaited  the  call  to  the  eternal  home.  On 
June  20,  1891,  at  the  age  of  91  she  passed  in  sleep  to 
the  shoreless  land. 

June  27,  1891,  in  his  sister's  home  at  Makiki,  Chas. 
F.  Baldwin  exchanged  the  feebleness  and  darkness  of 
earth  for  light  and  strength  beyond. 

In  San  Francisco  July  20,  1891,  Mrs.  C.  Armstrong, 
aged  86.  A  fall  from  the  step  of  a  carriage  brought 
months  of  great  suffering  and  prostration,  which  ended 
in  death.  Her  devoted  daughter,  Amelia,  was  her 
constant,  tender  nurse  until  almost  the  last,  when 
other  help  was  needed.  As  one  lifted  her  from  the 
couch  one  day,  she  wished  she  could  be  lifted  into  the 
arms  of  God.  The  Father  heard  the  wish  and  sent 
joyful  bearers  to  bring  her  to  His  arms. 
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For  half  her  life  our  cousin,  Emily  Baldwin  Atwater, 
knew  the  trials  of  grievous  invalidism,  but  she  was 
gentle  and  patient.  On  Aug.  29,  1891,  she  passed 
from  pain  and  weariness  into  the  peace  and  victory  of 
heaven. 

On  Kauai,  Mrs.  M.  K.  Smith  entered  into  rest  on 
Sept.  24,  1891,  aged  74. 

Her  children  called  her  blessed,  and  none  knew  her 
but  to  love  her.  She  labored  abundantly  in  the  Lord, 
and  the  Master  gives  her  large  reward. 

At  Honolulu,  Oct.  10,  1891,  Mr.  A.  L.  Smith,  aged 
39.  Very  sudden  and  sad  was  the  ending  of  the  happy 
life  with  his  young  bride,  begun  only  eight  months 
before,  but  very  joyful  must  have  been  his  welcome  by 
the  fond  parents  who  preceeded  him  to  the  heavenly 
home;  his  father's  going  being  but  six  months  before 
his  own. 

Needing  rest  from  long  continued  duties  as  Hawaii- 
an minister  resident  in  Washington,  in  the  summer  of 
1891,  Hon.  H.  A.  P.  Carter  went  with  his  family  to 
Europe,  and  for  a  time  enjoyed  much  there,  but  some 
exposure  brought  on  illness  that  required  his  return  to 
New  York.  No  medical  skill,  no  devotion  of  friends 
could  bring  healing,  and  on  Nov.  1st,  189  1 ,  he  went  from 
earthly  service  to  the  palace  of  the  King  immortal. 
The  mortal  remains  were  brought  for  interment  to  his 
island  home  and  with  most  impressive  funeral  solemn- 
ities laid  to  their  quiet  rest  in  the  beautiful  Nuuanu 
Cemetery. 

Of  the  deaths  of  Joseph  Butterworth  and  James 
Bailey  we  do  not  have  the  dates. 

On  Feb.  26,  1892  the  dear  twin  girlie  of  cousins 
Charles  and  Anna  Cooke,  lent  them  for  a  bright  half 
year,  was  taken  by  the  Giver  for  a  place  in  the  kingdom 
of  the  little  children. 

The  summer  of  1891  was  spent  by  Judge  and 
Mrs.  McCully  in  delightful  touring  through  England 
and    on   the   continent.     In    London   Judge    McCully 
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represented  the  Hawaiian  Evangelical  Association  at 
the  great  Congregational  Conference.  On  their  re- 
turning, he  was  attacked  in  San  Francisco  hy  grippe 
and  came  very  close  to  the  parting  of  the  ways,  but 
rallied  and  reached  his  home  with  some  ability  to  re- 
sume judicial  duties.  Only  for  a  brief  season,  however, 
His  valued  life  ended  April  10,  1892. 

On  April  27,  1892,  after  fifty-four  years  of  "uninter- 
rupted residence  in  the  old  mission  home  at  Waimea" 
and  after  eighty-four  on  earth,  mother  Lyons  joined 
that  now  almost  completed  company  of  our  beloved 
parents  who  walk  in  white  and  are  victors  in  His  name. 

Among  Hawaiian  Christian  homes  one  into  which 
we  have  rejoiced  to  look  was  that  of  Emma  Napoleon 
Mahelona — Order,  love  and  peace  reigned  in  this  home, 
but  a  great  sorrow  has  fallen  upon  it.  The  husband 
and  father  in  his  early  promising  manhood  has  been 
suddenly  called  hence.  Mr.  Mahelona  died  after  a 
brief  illness  on  the  24th  of  May,  mourned  alike  by 
natives  and  foreigners. 

"Is  there  a  blissful  home 

Where  kindred  minds  shall  meet 

And  live,  and  love,  nor  ever  roam 
From  that  serene  retreat  ? 

Forever  blessed  they, 

Whose  joyful  feet  shall  stand. 
While  endless  ages  waste  away.

REPORT  OF   THE    HILO    BOYS'    BOARDING 

SCHOOL. 


Our  number  has  been  larger  than  last  year.  We 
have  had  a  teaching  force  of  four.  Mr.  Eugene  Lyman 
being  the  extra   assistant.      This   has  enabled   us   to 
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grade  the  school  more  satisfactorily,  and  we  have  also 
opened  our  doors  to  several  day  scholars,  among  which 
have  been  two  Japanese.  The  health  of  teachers  and 
scholars  has  been  uniformly  good. 

The  field  has  brought  forth  her  increase  many-fold, 
so  we  have  had  an  abundance  of  taro,  bananas  and 
sugar-cane,  and  have  sold  over  $100.00  worth  of  taro. 

We  have  made  some  improvememts  in  buildings 
and  grounds,  perhaps  the  most  striking  to  a  visitor 
would  be  the  macadamized  road  leading  up  to  the 
school-grounds,  which  has  been  accomplished  by  the 
pupils  and   the  two  mules  given    us   by  Mr.  Kennedy. 

We  also  have  an  electric  light  plant,  which  is  cheaper, 
more  convenient,  and  less  dangerous  than  the  former 
method  of  lighting. 

We  feel  very  keenly  the  reduction  in  the  appropri- 
ations from  your  society  and  the  Hawaiian  Board  (we 
have  kept  the  scholars  although  their  tuition  is  un- 
paid), and  if  we  succeed  in  closing  the  year  free  from 
debt  it  will  be  due  to  the  fact  that  every  demand  for 
labor  has  been  met  from  our  own  force  of  teachers 
and  scholars.

REPORT    OF     THE     EAST     MAUI     FEMALE 

SEMINARY. 


The  year  has  passed  uneventfully,  with  the  same 
teachers  and  essentially  the  same  work  as  the  previous 
year. 

We  have  felt  the  financial  crisis,  in  diminished 
numbers,  and  in  various  other  ways.  We  shall  end 
the  year  in  better  circumstances  than  we  could  have 
hoped  six  months  ago,  however. 

Most  of  the  friends,  who  formerly  gave  us  their  sup- 
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port,  have  found  it  necessary  to  withdraw  all,  or  a  part, 
of  their  contributions.  A  few  others  have  been  found 
who  make  up  for  us  a  part  of  the  deficiency.  We 
have  received  more  than  ever  before  from  our  enter- 
tainments, and  the  Ladies'  Society  of  the  Foreign 
Church  have  remembered  us  in  a  practical  way. 

In  the  domestic  department  we  have  carried  out  sub- 
stantially the  plan  of  former  years.  The  work  is  all 
done  by  the  girls,  under  the  direction  of  the  teachers. 
It  is  impossible  that  more  than  a  limited  number  should 
aid  in  the  cooking,  though  the  work  is  changed  as  often 
as  is  practicable.  Every  one  feels  it  an  honor  to  be 
chosen  for  this  work,  and  many  of  them  prove  quite 
apt  in  learning  the  art. 

They  are  skillful  with  the  needle  also.  Their  cloth- 
ing is  made  by  themselves,  and  they  do  some  other 
plain  work.  The  amount  of  plain  sewing  we  have  to 
do  is  limited,  as  there  is  no  demand  for  the  numerous 
articles  that  would  sell  readily  in  a  larger  place.  The 
additional  time  spent  in  the  sewing  room  is  devoted 
to  fancy  work. 

Excellent  health  has  prevailed  among  teachers  and 
pupils,  there  having  been  no  occasion  for  calling  a 
physician,  except  for  surgical  aid. 

Our  girls  show  a  decided  growth  in  character  as 
time  passes.  Some  of  the  least  promising  of  two  years 
ago  being  a  great  support  and  comfort  to  us  now. 
Only  one  has  united  with  the  church  during  the  year, 
but  many  others  have  come  to  desire  a  higher  life  and 
usefulness  than  that  which  satisfied  them  before. 

Our  great  regret  is  that  our  number  is  less  by  twenty- 
five  than  it  was  a  year  ago.

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REPORT  OF  MAUNA  OLIVA  SEMINARY 
KOHALA  HAWAII. 


Since  my  report  of  last  year  the  school  has  contin- 
ued the  same  in  number  56  and  the  girls  are  well, 
happy  industrious  and  trying  to  make  themselves  use- 
ful women. 

I  fear  the  present  financial  difficulties  will  effect  us 
in  a  way  that  I  shall  much  regret. 

H.  M.  C.  Society  last  year  paid  for  six  minister's 
daughters,  this  year  for  only  three.  Father  Water- 
house  paid  for  the  other  three.  We  hope  some  means 
will  be  provided  so  they  can  return  next  year.  Three 
of  the  girls  have  united  with  the  church  and  several 
are  waiting.  Twenty-five  have  formed  a  King's  Daugh- 
ters Circle  electing  me  president,  and  naming  it  "The 
Whittier  Circle  of  Hawaiian  Girls.  Their  work  is  to 
support  one  girl  in  school.  I  think  this  the  first  and 
only  Hawaiian  K.  D.  "  circle.  I  aim  to  teach  the  girls 
to  do  all  the  good  they  can  and  help  them  in  their  work. 
There  are  many  things  very  discouraging  in  the  mis- 
sionary work  here,  but  as  long  as  the  school  is  full  and 
the  girls  are  improving  daily  I  thank  the  Lord  and 
take  courage.  Last  year  at  the  close  of  school  we  were 
sick  with  the  grippe,  hence  no  closing  exercises.  This 
year  all  were  well  and  we  had  a  very  satisfactory  ex- 
amination and  exhibition.  I  thank  the  H.  M.  C.  S. 
for  the  help  you  have  given  us  and  hope  those  benefit- 
ed by  it  may  become  useful  Christian  women.

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REPORT    OF    KAWAIAHAO    SEMINARY    FOR 
THE  YEAR   1891-1892. 


Kawaiahao  Seminary  is  approaching  the  close  of  its 
twenty-fifth  year.  It  has  been  a  happy  and  prosperous 
one  for  both  teachers  and  pupils.  At  the  beginning  of 
the  year  Miss  Harris,  Miss  Hadley  and  Miss  Arm- 
strong were  added  to  the  faculty  and  in  November 
Miss  Van  Anglen  took  charge  of  the  dress  making  de- 
partment. 

There  have  been  one  hundred  and  forty-two  pupils  in 
attendance.  In  the  year  there  has  been  but  one  case  of 
severe  illness.  Seven  pupils  have  united  with  Kawai- 
ahao Church.  The  contributions  to  church  and  to 
Sunday  Schools  have  averaged  over  ten  dollars  a  month 
and  eight}'  dollars  to  Lima  Kokua. 

A  uniform  has  been  adopted  for  the  school.  There 
has  been  no  difficulty  with  parents  or  pupils  in  adopting 
this  uniform  and  it  has  in  a  great  degree  curbed  extrav- 
agant taste  in  dress. 

Through  Mrs.  M.  S.  Rice's  generosity  "  Mother 
Rice  Cottage''  was  erected  during  the  summer  vacation 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  dress  making  depart- 
ment. This  department  has  added  much  to  the  use- 
fulness of  the  school.  Ten  girls  have  been  systemati- 
cally trained  in  cutting  and  fitting  according  to  model. 
They  are  much  interested  in  their  work  and  are 
becoming  proficient  needlewomen. 

Miss  Appleton  has  conducted  a  normal  class.  The 
older  pupils  have  had  practical  drill  in  training  the 
primary  pupils  in  elementry  work.  Quite  a  number 
show  an  aptitude  for  teaching. 

Three  pupils  have  been  married  in  the  Seminary  and 
have  gone  into  homes  of  their  own. 

Mrs.  Gilman  and  Mrs.  Coan  have  had  charge  of  the 
Wednesday  afternoon  prayer  meetings. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  praise  of  Dr.  McWaynes' 
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faithful    attendance    during    illness.       The    school    is 
greatly  indebted  to  him  for  its  fine  health  record. 

We  wish  to  ackowledge  a  donation  of  two  hundred 
dollars,  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  M.  Cooke  a  hundred 
dollars,  from  Hon.  A.  S.  Wilcox  and  a  hundred  dollars 
from  friends  of  Mrs.  Lyons.  We  wish  also  to  express 
our  thanks  to  Cousins  Society  and  to  our  patrons  for 
their  liberality  to  us.

REPORT    OF    CHINESE    MISSION    SCHOOLS. 


Dear  Cousins: — Very  glad  am  I  to  be  once  more 
within  easy  speaking  distance.  A  lengthened  absence 
from  the  Islands  tends  to  render  one  more  appreciative 
of  the  mercies  so  richly  granted  to  us  here,  among  the 
foremost  of  which  should  be  placed  the  beautiful  bond 
of  Cousinly  feeling  which  unites  us.  Permit  me  to 
testify  to  the  happiness  which  i  feel  in  being  once 
more  in  your  midst,  and  also  to  express  the  gratitude 
I  feel  for  your  continued  aid  to  the  work  among  the 
Chinese  in  which  some  of  us  are  engaged.  You  will 
be,  I  am  sure,  gratified  to  know  that  the  school  worK 
in  which  you  are  especially  interested  has  been  pro- 
gressing in  a  very  satisfactory  manner.  Most  warmly 
would  I  speak  of  the  faithfulness  of  Miss  May  Green 
and  her  assistants  here  in  Honolulu,  of  Mrs.  Simpson 
in  WTailuku,  and  of  Miss  Mary  Ostrom  in  Kohala, 
during  my  absence.  The  past  year  has  been,  on  the 
whole,  the  most  prosperous  in  the  history  of  our  Chi- 
nese mission  school  work.  It  is  a  work  which  is  mak- 
ing itself  felt  among  the  Chinese  community.  Miss 
Green  reports  that  "since  Sept.  1891,  there  have  been 
231  pupils  in  one  school  in  Honolulu,  185  boys  and  46 
girls.  February  17,  1892,  the  Boys  and  Girls  school 
were  united,  (in  order  to  reduce  expenses  as  much  as 
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possible).     We  have  now  on  the  roll   162  pupils,  117 
boys  and   45  girls.     The   attendance   at  the   morning 
Sunday  School  has  been  better  than  during  any  pre-, 
vious  year." 

A  number  of  boys  recently  arrived  from  China  have! 
joined  the  school  for  a  longer  or  shorter  period,  and  it 
has  been   gratifying   to   feel  that   they   could  thus  be  \ 
brought  immediately  on  their  arrival  in  this  new  land 
under  the  influence  of  a   Christian    School.     Chinese  4 
homes  are  multiplying  about  us.      Women  and  child-  j 
ren  from  the  "Land  of  Sinim"  as  well  as  men  call  for  | 
our  christian  sympathy  and   uplifting.     It  is  a  hopeful 
sign  and  one  which  should   stimulate   us  to  larger  and 
more  active  effort,  looking' to  God  for  His  blessing. 

Miss  Ostrom  has  been  busy  with  her  school  of  from 
forty  to  fifty  pupils  in  Kohala.  This  devoted  christian 
helper  leaves  us  this  year  to  enter  upon  missionary 
work  in  China.  We  shall  greatly  miss  her  from  her 
post  here,  but  wish  her  "Godspeed"  in  her  new  home 
and  undertaking. 

Mrs.  Simpson  writes  encouragingly  of  her  school 
and  work  in  Wailuku  and  says  "the  outlook  for  a  good 
school  for  the  future  is  very  promising."

REPORT   OF   THE    GIRLS'    INDUSTRIAL 

HOME. 


The  first  of  September,  1891,  found  the  inmates  of  l 
the  Home  in  their  new  quarters  in  the  Chamberlain 
House.  No  permanent  dressmaker  had  been  secured. 
The  heat  and  dust  and  general  desolation  of  the 
grounds,  owing  to  drought  and  neglect  of  former  ten- 
ants, together  with  the  difficulty  of  adapting  the  build- 
ing to  the  work  and  needs  of  the  Home  made  the  out-  i 
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look  rather  discouraging.  But  Miss  Flaxman  kindly 
took  charge  of  the  sewing.  The  girls  worked  cheer- 
fully indoors  and  out.  Many  a  bucket  of  water  was 
carried  to  revive  the  parched  grass  before  we  indulged 
even  in  a  small  piece  of  hose. 

Scarcely  were  we  settled  in  the  new  Home  when 
Hannah  Mundon,  long  a  pupil  at  Makawao,  was  taken 
ill.  It  was  a  strange  Providence  that  brought  her  to 
us,  but  it  was  a  privilege  to  know  that  she  lacked  no 
care  which  loving  hearts  could  give.  Still  greater  was 
the  privilege,  to  see  how  patiently  and  sweetly  she 
went  into  the  valley,  leaning  steadfastly  on  Him  she 
trusted.  Nov.  1,  she  went  to  her  rest.  Surely,  none 
who  saw  her  in  those  last  weeks,  could  say  the  money 
and  labor  spent  upon  Hawaiian  girls  are  in  vain. 

Dec.  31,  Mary  Brown,  an  old  Makawao  pupil,  was 
married  from  the  Home,  and  left,  to'meet  her  future, 
away  from  its  shelting  care. 

Two  girls,  Annie  Puhi  and  Margaret  Nape,  recejved 
appointments  as  teachers  in  public  schools  and  left 
to  accept  their  situations.  Fourteen  girls  are  still 
members  of  the  Home,  one  of  whom  goes  daily  to  the 
Hospital  to  learn  nursing  under  the  direction  of  the 
ladies  there. 

Nov.  1,  Mrs.  Wilbur,  of  California,  took  charge  of 
the  Sewing  Department.  She  came  in  excellent 
health,  and  had  the  interests  of  the  Home  at  heart, 
but  in  February  was  taken  ill  and  felt  it  best  to  return 
to  California. 

Again,  Miss  Flaxman  came  to  the  relief  of  the 
Home  and  has  since  been  indefatigable  in  her  labors 
in  it. 

The  earnings  from  Sept.  1  to  May  31  in  all  ways, 
at  the  Home  and  in  families,  including  $20  from  Hon. 
C.  R.  Bishop,  in  consideration  of  a  girl  absent  at  the 
Hospital,  have  been  $1062.15.  Of  this  267.30  have 
been  divided  among  the  girls,  $641.26  expenses  of  the 
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Home  for  the  9  months,  $100  paid  to  Treas.  H.  M.  C. 
S.  leaving  a  balance  in  my  hands  $53.59. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  a  great  part  of  our 
work  has  been  plain  sewing  and  repairing,  requiring 
much  hand  sewing. 

We  have  taken  in  every  thing,  ladies'  and  children's 
underwear;  darning  stockings,  mending  pants,  repair- 
ing an  official  robe,  a  silk  bedquilt,  many  plain  and 
some  nice  dresses. 

Twelve  of  the  girls  have  been  out  sewing,  cleaning 
house,  working  in  the  kitchen  waiting  upon  the  table 
on  especial  occasions,  caring  for  the  sick  and  for 
children. 

Those  who  have  employed  them,  have  often  ex- 
pressed satisfaction.  One  of  the  oldest  and  most 
prominent  girls  in  Kohala  Seminary  spent  some 
weeks  in  Honolulu  coming  daily  to  the  Home  to 
receive  instruction  that  she  might  render  more  efficient 
aid  ia  the  Sewing  Deparment  of  Kohala. 

We  all  know  how  the  Hawaiians  have  left  the  other 
Islands  for  Honolulu. 

Since  being  here  myself,  I  have  met  a  far  greater 
number  of  the  old  pupils  of  Makawao  than  for  many 
years  before. 

I  have  been  glad  to  have  them  and  all  other  Hawai- 
ian girls  who  are  trying  to  live  good  lives,  feel  sure  of 
a  welcome  at  the' Home. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  say  that  the  first  donation  to 
the  Home  since  Sept.  1891  was  from  an  Hawaiian 
Mr.  Naone  who  painted  and  papered  two  rooms,  he 
finding  the  paint,  Mrs.  Atherton  and  C.  M.  Cooke  the 
paper. 

The  Makawao  sent  a  dozen  new  hymn  and  tune 
books  which  have  been  invaluable. 

Mrs.  W.  F.  Allen  has  given  $25,  nearly  paying  for 
the  telephone  for  nine  months.  Mrs.  C.  M.  Cooke 
$10  for  Christmas  festivities. 
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Mrs.    Ryer,    a    tourist  $2.50    for    a   little  excursion 
to  Museum. 

Hon.  C.  R.  Bishop  $100  in  consideration  of  Hospi- 
tal work.

REPORT    OF  COMMITTEE    OF   THE    GIRLS 
INDUSTRIAL  HOME. 


Our  report  a  year  ago  was  for  a  period  of  nine  months, 
and  as  the  main  value  of  a  statement  of  this  kind  is 
its  comparisons  between  the  new  and  the  old,  in  order 
that  it  may  be  clearly  seen  whether  advance  has  been 
made,  we  shall  confine  this  report  mainly  to  the  cor- 
responding period  of  nine  months,  i.e.,  from  Sept.  1st, 
1891,  to  June  1st.,  1892.  The  report  of  Miss  Carpen- 
ter, the  matron  of  the  institution,  and  of  the  Treasurer 
of  your  Society  will  cover  the  whole  ground  of  the 
|  year's  work. 

We  find  by  the  former  report  that  the  earnings  of 
the  institution  were  $1189.30,  of  which  was  allowed 
to  the  girls  $1002,  out  of  which  they  paid  for  board 
and  tuition  $420,  forty-two  per  cent.,  leaving  a  balance 
in  their  favor  of  $582. 

During  the  last  nine  months  their  earnings  were 
$1062.15,  out  of  which  was  paid  for  tuition  and  board 
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seventy-five  per  cent.,  $794.85,  leaving  a  balance  of 
$267.30. 

This  increase  in  the  charge  for  board  and  tuition 
was  made  in  conformity  to  the  instructions  of  the  So- 
ciety a  year  ago  and  has  worked  well  on  the  whole, 
the  receipts  therefor  have  carried  the  institution  along 
as  regards  the  actual  running  expenses  of  the  table 
and  housekeeping,  leaving  a  surplus  out  of  which  $100, 
has  been  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Society,  beside 
about  $50  in  the  hands  of  the  matron. 

The  board  and  tuition  paid  by  the  girls  has  averaged 
$7.25  a  month,  against  about  $4.25  a  month  for  the 
former  period. 

These  figures  show  a  definite  economic  advance 
from  last  year,  and  throw  considerable  light  upon  the 
question  the  possibility  of  eventually  making  the  in- 
stitution substantially  self-supporting. 

The  average  cost  of  such  an  enterprise  per  head  of 
inmates,  must  diminish  in  some  proportion  to  an  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  pupils;  and  if  a  dozen  pupils 
with  all  the  disadvantages  pertaining  to  the  inception 
of  such  an  enterprise,  make  up  a  third  of  the  actual 
running  expenses  by  the  payment  of  board  and  tuition 
fees,  it  is  certain  that  the  increase  of  the  number  by 
three  or  four  times  together  with  the  business  demand 
for  the  services  of  the  pupils  resulting  from  their  im- 
provement in  skill  and  practical  intelligence,  would 
furnish  a  revenue  in  a  far  greater  proportion  to  the 
average  outlay. 

In  regard  to  the  urgent  importance  of  an  institu- 
tion of  this  kind,  it  is  perhaps  unnecessary  for  us  to 
say  a  single  word;  yet  there  are  some  facts  which  em- 
phazize  this  need  so  strongly  that  we  will  take  the 
space  to  refer  to  them  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  may 
not  have  considered  the  matter  in  all  its  bearings. 

The  statistics  of  the  Girls'  Seminaries  of  the  Islands 
show  that  a  large  proportion  of  those  who  have  taken 
a  whole  or  partial  course  in  these  institutions,  eventu- 
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ally  come  to  Honolulu  to  live.  The  number  of  girls 
who  have  gone  out  from  Kawaiahao  Seminary  is  413; 
of  these  72  have  died,  leaving  341,  of  whom  forty  per 
cent,  are  now  living  in  Honolulu.  This  is  of  course 
as  natural  as  it  is  true,  for  the  young  woman  who  has 
had  the  educating  and  refining  influences  of  these 
schools  for  several  years  is,  in  a  majority  of  cases,  ed- 
ucated beyond  the  resources  of  her  own  home,  and 
she  cannot  be  expected  to  be  afterwards  contented 
with  its  simple  material  existence,  and  the  absence  of 
the  social  and  domestic  refinements  she  has  grown  to 
depend  on.  If  she  does  not  marry  she  sooner  or  later 
gravitates  to  Honolulu,  where  there  is  work,  society, 
recreation,  and  temptation. 

This  is  borne  out  in  Miss  Carpenter's  report  where, 
she  says,  "since  being  here  myself,  I  have  met  a  far 
greater  number  of  the  old  pupils  of  Makawao,  than 
tor  many  years  before." 

The  principal  of  Pohukaina  school  told  one  of  us 
yesterday,  that  she  had  a  graduating  class  of  18  girls, 
and  she  wished  that  there  was  room  for  some  of  them 
in  our  industrial  Home,  and  also  that  she  could  fur- 
nish us  20  girls  a  year.  When  we  bear  this  in  mind 
and  consider  also  the  large  number  annually  graduat- 
ing from  the  several  large  girls'  boarding  schools  as 
well  as  day  schools,  the  subject  of  the  need  of  an  in- 
stitution like  the  one  we  have  started,  only  far  more 
commodious  and  better  equipped,  needs  no  argument 
to  add  to  its  importance.

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STATEMENT  OF  THE  BOND  FUND. 


On  the  27th  of  April,  1875,  Mr.  E.  Cornelius  Bond 
gave  to  the  Society  five  hundred  dollars  as  a  Perma 
nent  Fund,  the  Society  to  guarantee  its  increase  at  the 
rate  of  7%  per  annum,  compound  interest  for  twenty- 
one  years,  and  to  have  the  use  meanwhile  of  all  in- 
come over  such  7%,  and  after  the  expiration  of  the 
twenty-one  years  to  have  the  use  of  the  entire  income 
from  the  Fund. 

The  Society  accepted  the  gift  and  at  once  voted  not 
to  use  any  of  the  income  of  the  fund  but  to  allow  it  all 
to  accumulate  for  the  twenty-one  years.  But  during 
the  past  year  on  account  of  a  falling  off  of  the  current 
receipts  due  to  special  circumstances,  the  Society 
authorized  the  Treasurer  to  draw  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars  from  this  Fund  and  apply  the  same 
to  the  payment  of  the  appropriations  for  the  year. 
The  fund  then  amounted  to  about  fifteen  hundred 
dollars  more  than  its  amount  would  have  been  if  it  had 
accumulated  at  the  rate  of  only  7%  compound  interest. 
The  Treasurer,  however,  drew  only  $406.52. 
The  fund  now  consists  of:

CAUSES      OF      DECLINE      OF     ANCIENT    HAWAIIAN    SPORTS. 

It    was    the    unique    privilege    of   the    fathers    and 

mothers  of  many  of  us  to  be  present  at  the  birth  of 

a  nation,  to  assist  in  the  throes  of  delivery  that  brought 

into  the  dawn  of  christian  civilization  that  fragment  of 

;  the    Polynesian    race   that   peoples   this   group   of  the 

North  Pacific.     It  devolved  upon  them  to  swathe  the 

tender    limbs   of  the   newborn,   to   counsel   as   to   the 

nutriment  suited  to  its  earliest  needs,  to  direct  its  first 

I  tottering  footsteps,  to  give  it  the  alphabet  of  learning, 

1  to  initiate  for  it  such  intellectual,   moral  and  religious 

tuition  as  becomes  a  candidate  for  admission  into  the 

c  fraternity  of  nations.     It  was  a  task   beset  with  diffi- 

:  culties,  imposing  large  responsibilities,  and  demanding 

•  great  earnestness,  devotion  and  practical  wisdom.  The 

j  degree  in  which  these  were  possessed  may  in  a  measure 

be  gauged  by  the  success  attained. 

To  say  that  they  made  mistakes  is  only  to  say  that 
they  were  human,  fallible.      It  has  often   been   laid   to 
the    charge    of   the  missionary    fathers,    that  in  their 
christian    surveillance  and   tuition    of  the    infant   race 
they  were  possessed   of  too  austere  a  spirit;  that   they 
laid   too   heavy   a   hand    upon    and    checked  with    too 
ascetic  a  curb,  the  sports  and   pastimes  native  .to  the 
I  soil  and  the  race,  and  thus  inflicted  a  grievous  wrong 
I  upon  these  gladsome,  liberty-loving  children  of  nature. 
[The  charge  has  so  often  been  reiterated,  that  the  mis- 
Jsionary  took  from  the  Hawaiian  his  pastimes  and  gave 
ihim  no  adequate  substitutes,   that  with  many  this  has 
jcome  to  be  an  accepted  fact;  and  although  this  accu- 
sation has  been  met  with  frequent  disclaimer  and  refu- 
tation, it  has  seemed  to  me  there  yet  remains  some- 
Ithing  to  be  said  on  the  subject,  and  that    it  would  not 
the   unprofitable    for   us    to  spend  a  few  minutes  in  an 
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inquiry  as  to  the  causes  which  produced  that  abandon- 
ment of  the  practice  of  many  of  their  national  sports 
which  has  certainly  marked  the  late  history  of  the  Ha- 
waiian people. 

Many  of   the   Hawaiian   games,  as  is  well   known, 

were  nohle  sports,  worthy  of  perpetuation,  well   fitted 

to   develope  and    invigorate   the  frame   and  to  impart 

and    maintain    a    virile  courage  and    endurance    that 

should  be  cultivated  in  every  race. 

Such  was  that  game  in  which  the  maika  was  bowled 
over  its  level  course;  such  was  that  exciting  and  dan- 
gerous sport,  in  which  the  players  slid  down  hill  over 
a  prepared  course  on  the  papa  holua,  while  the  mul- 
titude stood  by  to  applaud  and  congratulate  the  victor; 
such  also  were  the  kukini,  or  running  of  footraces, 
the  pahee,  or  glancing  of  heavy  darts  along  a  special 
roadway,  the  heenalu,  or  surf  riding,  and  many  others. 

What  reasonable  account  can  we  give  as  to  the 
causes  of  their  disappearance?  The  first  fact,  I  would 
remark,  as  brought  to  light  by  investigation,  is  that 
there  was  undoubtedly  a  declining  interest  in  these 
games  before  the  missionary  entered  on  the  scene. 

The  tide  of  national  life,  the  spirit  of  tribal,  or 
chiefish  emulation,  had  been  largely  diverted  from 
these  peaceful  channels,  and  had  found  its  outlet  in 
the  more  absorbing  and  delirious  excitements  of  war. 
Inter  arma  silent  leges,  says  an  old  Latin  proverb; 
but  it  is  equally  true  that  in  times  of  war  the  ordinary 
occupations  and  gladsome  pastimes  which  invite  com- 
munities to  meet  in  friendly  contests  lose  their  zest 
and  fascination  and  are  interrupted. 

The  fierce  passions  begotten  by  the  war-spirit  crave 
a  stronger  stimulus  than  sliding  down  hill,  or  bowling 
a  polished  disc  along  a  roadway. 

The  eighteenth  was  a  century  of  war  and  of  dis- 
turbed political  relations  in  Hawaii  nei,  even  ,-1  oeforc 
Kamehameha    entered  upon   that  career   of     conquesl 
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which  finally  made  him  sovereign  of  the  group.     To 
quote  from   Mr.  Fornander: 

"It  was  an  era  of  strife,  dynastic  ambitions,  internal 

and  external  wars  on  each  island,  with    all  their  dete- 

j  riorating  consequences,  of  anarchy,  depopulation,  social 

'and  intellectual  degradation,   loss  of  knowledge,    loss 

^of  liberty,  loss  of  arts."     ("The  Polynesian  Race,"  by 

A.  Fornander,  Vol.  II.  p.  95.) 

The  wars  of  the  ancient  Hawaiians  were  not  defen- 
sive wars,  to  protect  the  nation,  if  so  these  channel- 
separated  islanders  might  be  called,  against  a  foreign 
invader,  the  common  enemy  of  all;  nor  were  they  wars 
of  conquest  against  neighboring,  but  alien,  powers;  nor 
'did  there  enter  into  the  motive  of  them  that  gallant 
;  ispirit  of  knight-errantry  which  in  the  middle  ages 
moved  the  hosts  of  western  Europe  to  battle  for  the 
sepulchre  of  our  Lord. 

Without  doing  injustice  to  the  noble  qualities  of  the 
ancient  Hawaiians,  which  often  made  of  them  mag- 
nanimous foes,  the  wars  of  which  I  have  spoken  may 
be  truthfully  characterized  as  wars  of  dynastic  or  terri- 
torial ambition  and  of  reprisal,  internecine  in  character, 
I  cruelly  regardless  of  life  and  fearfully  destructive  of 
property — -inevitable,  no  doubt,  under  the  then  existing 
political  and  social  conditions — to  be  regarded  as  a 
necessary  phase  in  the  growth  and  development  of  the 
whole  into  a  unity  and  fitness  for  higher  things. 
Take,  for  instance,  the  wars  of  conquest  and  ambi- 
tion waged  by  Kalaniopuu  of  Hawaii  against  Kahe- 
Ikili  of  Maui,  and  later  that  of  Kahekili  himself  against 
his  own  kinsman,  Kahahana,  the  young  king  of  Oahu, 
wars  of  bitter,  unprovoked,  profitless  devastation. 

The  immediate  victims  of  open  battle  were  at  times 

so    numerous    as    to   dam    the  course   of  a   mountain 

;  stream.   Such  was  the  case  at  the  battle  on  Maui  called 

Kapaniwai.     The    less    fortunate    prisoners    captured 

i  alive  were  often  killed  without  mercy.     At  the  gallant 

harge  made  by   the  famous   Alapa    regiment,    com- 
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posed  of  eight  hundred  of  Kalaniopuu's  young  chie 
in  the  prime  of  manhood,  at  the  outset  of  his  determin- 
ed and  ruthless  invasion  of  Kahekili's  Maui  kingdom, 
only  two  men  escaped  alive  to  tell  the  story  of  the 
terrible  slaughter.  Other  battles  were  equally  bloody. 
.  Again  the  annual  four  months'  festival  of  the  Maka- 
hiki  was  a  most  important  factor  in  keeping  alive  and 
preserving  fresh  and  green  the  interest  and  practice  of  j 
Hawaii's  ancient  games.  Its  influence  over  their 
perpetuation  may  be  fairly  likened  to  that  of  the  Olym-I 
pic,  Pythian,  Nemean  or  Isthmian  assemblies,  at 
which  champions  from  the  rival  states  of  ancient 
Greece  met,  with  truce  of  arms,  in  friendly  contests 
with  each  other.  These  great  events  acted  as  a  spur 
to  the  ambition  of  every  athlete  and  contestant  in  the 
village  games  throughout  Greece,  and  when  the  as- 
semblies at  Elis,  at  Delphi,  at  the  Corinthian  isth- 
mus and  elsewhere,  went  into  decay  and  died,  the  local 
and  popular  sports  of  all  Greece  at  once  felt  the  with- 
drawal of  a  most  precious  stimulus  and  they  languish- 
ed accordingly. 

The  last  celebration  of  the  Makahiki   festival  was 
in  the  year  1819,  the  year  in  which  the  great  Kame- 
hameha  died. 

Following  close  upon  this  last  important  event  came 
the  formal  abolition  of  the  kapu  system,  the  effect  of 
which  was  to  unsettle  everything.  As  has  been  well 
said,  it  was  as  when  the  keystone  of  an  arch  is  remov- 
ed. The  whole  structure  of  society,  along  with  idol- 
worship  and  the  tabus  fell  at  once  into  ruins. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  the  institutions  of 
the  ancient  Hawaiians  were  all  rooted  in  a  common 
soil  of  superstition;  religion,  tabus,  politics,  festivals, 
games,  social  customs,  morals,  the  roots  of  them  all 
were  so  inextricably  interwoven  in  one  mass,  that  to 
separate  and  pluck  out  one  root  from  this  tangle  with- 
out tearing  the  others,  was  a  task  apparently  beyond 
the  power  of  any  statesman  or  reformer  to  accomplish. 
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From  this  point  of  view  we  are  perhaps  able  in  a 
measure  to  sympathize  with  the  reforming  zeal  of  the 
pious  Kaahumanu,  who  a  few  years  later,  the  Hale  o 
Keawe  in  South  Kona,  consigned  to  the  flames  at  one 
fell  swoop  a  vast  collection  of  relics  and  antiquities. 
She  doubtless  reasoned,  and  truly,  that  the  new  wine 
of  christian  civilization  must  not  be  entrusted  to  the 
old  bottles  of  heathenism. 

The  revolutionary  effects  of  the  abolition  of  the  tabus 
upon  social  conditions  in  Hawaii  can  hardly  be  over 
estimated.  This  unnatural  and  inhuman  system,  be- 
gotten of  king-craft  and  priest-craft  had  so  long 
plagued  and  tortured  the  people,  it  stood  so  prominent- 
ly forth  as  the  chief  offense,  and  at  the  same  time  was 
so  clearly  recognizable  as  the  key  of  the  situation,  that 
when  the  time  was  ripe  for  the  blow  to  be  struck,  the 
clear  sighted  judgment  of  the  general  in  command — a 
woman — was  not  at  fault  when  it  selected  the  tabus 
as  the  point  of  attack. 

The  study  of  that  interesting  and  curious  institution, 
the  festival  of  the  Makahiki,  the  celebration  of  which 
began  each  year  on  the  third  day,  Kukahi,  of  the  Ha- 
waiian lunar  month  Ikuwa,  corresponding  to  October, 
and  continued  till  sometime  in  January,  Kaelo,  brings 
clearly  into  view  the  fact  that  through  all  the  observ- 
ances of  that  season,  which  was  devoted  among  other 
objects  to  the  pursuit  oi  pleasure,  festivity,  and  games, 
there  yet  appears  cropping  up  at  frequent  intervals  the 
oppressive  iron  hand  of  the  tabu,  interrupting  and 
marring  all  spontaneity  and  naturalness  by  its  cruel 
dictations. 

The  consideration,  therefore,  of  Hawaiian  games 
as  an  institution  and  as  an  integral  part  of  the  Ma- 
kahiki festival,  which  was  their  foster  parent,  is  in- 
separably connected  with  the  consideration  of  the  tabus. 
It  is  a  highly  significant  fact  that  the  overthrow  of  the 
tabus,  the  final  observance  of  the  Makahiki  festival, 
and   the  last,   formal,    public    celebration  of  Hawaii's 
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Ancient  games  occurred  in  the  same  year.  In  order 
to  emphasize  this  fact  and  set  the  matter  before  you 
in  the   clearest  possible  light  let  me  remind  you  that, 

1.  The  death  of  Kamehameha  I.  occurred  May  8th, 
1819; 

2.  May  20th,  1819,  or  twelve  days  later,  Liholiho 
is  proclaimed  King  under  the  title  of  Kamehameha   II; 

3.  In  October  of  the  same  year,  on  Kukahi,  the 
third  day  of  the  Hawaiian  lunar  month  Ikuwa,  which, 
you  will  please  note,  was  the  date  fixed  for  beginning 
the  annual  observance  of  the  Makahiki  festival,  Liho- 
liho publicly  breaks  kapn  and  thus  fires  the  train  which 
overthrows  the  stronghold  of  Hawaiian  heathenism 
and  idolatry.  I  must  repeat  that  I  regard  it  as  in  the 
highest  degree  significant  that  this  particular  da)' — or 
night  rather — of  Kukahi  in  October,  which  was  the 
one  set  apart  in  the  Hawaiian  calendar  on  which  to 
initiate  the  observance  of  the  Makahiki  solemnities, 
and  which  was  observed  as  specially  tabu,  should 
have  been  the  very  time  chosen  by  Kaahumanu  for 
publicly  initiating  the  revolutionary  movement  against 
the  tabu  system.  The  facts  speak  for  themselves  and 
show  the  brave  regent,  Kaahumanu,  to  have  possessed 
first  class  strategic  ability. 

It  was  the  unhappy  fortune  of  Hawaii's  ancient 
games  to  be  too  intimately  allied  by  ties  of  blood 
relationship  with  those  twin  monsters,  the  tabu  and 
idol*  worship,  and  when  they  were  destroyed  it  fared 
hard  with  that  nobler  institution  which  had  many 
worthy  features  that  one  would  gladly  have  seen 
perpetuated  and  rehabilitated  in  decent  shape  if  it  had 
been  possible. 

The  year  1820  dawned  upon  Hawaii — a  nation  with- 
out a  religion. 

It  was  fortunate  that  the  Hawaiian  people  did  not 
have  long  to  wait  for  the  dispensation  of  light  that 
was  winging  its  way  as  a  new  Louo  across  the  waters. 
Otherwise  the  vacuum  in  Hawaii's  social  and  religious 
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institutions  would  surely  have  been  speedily  filled  with 
some  growth  of  error  equally  pernicious  with  that 
which  had  been  uprooted. 

At  this  crisis,  while  yet  the  wounds  had  hardly  been 
stanched  that  were  iflicted  at  the  last  battle  in  defense 
of  heathenism's  altars,  appears  the  missionary. 

A  foresight,  not  his  own,  had  cleared  the  ground 
for  him  of  many  noxious  growths.  Thus  favored 
his  work  was  peculiarly  that  of  the  sower  of  seed;  its 
earliest  phase  was  in  the  highest  degree  educational 
and  religious. 

With  what  enthusiasm  the  people  gave  themselves 
to  instruction  is  matter  of  history;  how  the  whole 
population  crowded  the  schools  that  were  soon  es- 
tablished to  possess  themselves  of  the  new  learning; 
how  the  chiefs,  whom  the  people  had  been  accustomed 
to  look  to  as  their  natural  guides  and  leaders,  by 
example  and  by  the  whole  force  of  their  authority, 
urged  them  to  attendance  at  the  extemporized  gather- 
ings for  study  as  well  as  religious  worship.  Priest- 
craft and  kahuna-cra.it  had  for  the  time  retired  to 
their  caves  and  hiding  places;  the  powerful  authority 
of  the  alii,  the  tide  of  chiefish  influence  and  popular 
sentiment  set  in  strong  current  away  from  the  old  life, 
its  worship,  festivals,  public  games,  and  festivities 
with  all  the  abuses  that  gathered  about  them. 

But  there  were  other  influences  at  work  assisting 
in  this  overturning. 

As  in  Europe  the  invention  of  gunpowder  and  fire- 
arms drove  from  the  field  of  war  the  armored  knight 
and  sounded  the  death  knell  of  the  institution  of 
chivalry  and  knight-errantry,  so  in  Hawaiian  warfare, 
"long  before  the  arrival  of  the  missionary,  the  musket 
had  already  begun  to  supplant  the  sling  and  spear. 

At  the  battle  of  Kuamoo,  which  was  the  last  stand 
made  by  the  adherents  of  the  tabu  system,  the  first 
blood  was  from  wounds  caused  by  musket-balls,  and 
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the  battle  itself  was  decided  not  by  sling  and  spear  but 
by  the  firearms  of  civilization. 

Kamehameha  on  Hawaii,  like  Napoleon  in  Europe, 
was  victorious  by  virtue  of  the  more  effectual  artillery. 

Let  us  note  that  with  the  retirement  of  spear  and 
sling  from  advantageous  use  in  battle  naturally  came 
discontinuance  of  their  use  in  friendly  contests  and 
sports. 

Again,  as  white  men  introduced  the  musket,  they 
also  introduced  playing  cards,  and  those  bits  of  printed 
paper  have  no  doubt  assisted  in  driving  out  the  ancient 
games  of  konane  and  puhenehene.  Ever  ready  to  take 
up  with  the  newest  fad  or  fashion  in  play  or  gam- 
bling, the  Hawaiian  who  had  erstwhile  staked  his 
malo,  his  wife,  his  very  bones  on  his  skill  with  the 
black  and  white  pebbles  of  the  konane  board,  was 
quick  to  lay  these  aside  for  those  more  fascinating  im- 
plements of  civilization,  dice  and  playing  cards.  The 
sport  of  surf-riding  possessed  a  grand  fascination,  and 
for  a  time  it  seemed  as  if  it  had  the  vitality  to  hold  its 
own  as  a  national  pastime.  There  are  those  living, 
perhaps  some  present,  who  remember  the  time  when 
almost  the  entire  population  of  a  village  would  at 
certain  hours  resort  to  the  sea-side  to  indulge  in,  or 
to  witness,  this  magnificent  accomplishment.  We 
cannot  but  mourn  its  decline. 

But  this  too  has  felt  the  touch  of  the  new  civilization, 
and  to-day  it  is  hard  to  find  a  surf-board  outside  of 
our  museums  and  private  collections. 

Perhaps  it  should  be  added  in  further  explanation, 
that  as  the  zest  of  this  sport  was  enhanced  by  the 
fact  that  both  sexes  engaged  in  it,  when  this  practice 
was  found  to  be  discountenanced  by  the  new  morality, 
it  was  felt  that  the  interest  in  it  had  largely  departed 
—  and  this  game  too  went  the  way  of  its  fellows. 

The  introduction  of  the  horse  early  in  this  century 
was  a  novelty  that  almost  from  the  first  began  to  be 
highly  appreciated    by   the  Hawaiians.     At  the   very 
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earliest  period  when  horses  had  become  sufficiently 
numerous,  the  older  as  well  as  younger  generation  of 
Hawaiians  eagerly  availed  themselves  of  the  fleetness 
and  endurance  of  the  horse  to  perform  journeys  which 
their  ancestors  had  made  on  foot  or  in  the  canoe. 
Even  Kamehameha  I.  in  his  old  age  became  a  good 
horseman. 

The  formal  running  of  foot-races,  kukini,  once 
notable  events  in  Hawaiian  games,  had  probably  large- 
ly gone  out  of  vogue  before  the  horse  had  become  so 
plenty  as  to  enable  each  member  of  a  family  to  realize 
that  peculiar  Hawaiian  ambition  to  possess  his  own 
beast.  But  the  decay  of  this  laudable  and  health- 
giving  exercise  was  no  doubt  in  a  measure  due  to  the 
introduction  of  the  horse. 

As  to  the  decline  of  the  hplua,  sliding  down  hill — in 
order  to  maintain  that  royal  sport,  not  a  little  labor 
was  required,  to  keep  in  repair  the  course.  In  pass- 
ing along  King  street,  before  coming  opposite  the  Ka- 
mehameha School,  many  have  no  doubt  queried  as 
to  the  purpose  of  that  straight  roadbed,  or  causeway 
running  at  right  angles  to  the  highway  they  are  travel- 
ling, which  sweeps  down  from  the  plateau  of  the  hills 
above  till  it  quite  reaches  the  plain  back  of  the  school. 
It  is  the  site  of  an  ancient  h'olua  course.  It  was  once 
a  paved  and  earth-covered  track,  strewn  with  grass 
and  leaves  when  ready  for  use,  down  which  the  long 
and  heavy  runners  of  the  holna  sled  {papa  holua) 
travelled  with  a  speed  that  must  have  rivalled  that 
of  the  modern  tobogan,  at  the  same  time  imposing 
on  the  sled-man  a  far  greater  risk  to  life  and  limb 
than  is  the  case  with  any  toboganist. 

The  bowling  of  the  maika  stones  was  also  practiced 
on  a  specially  prepared  course. 

In  order  to  maintain  these  two  sports,  popular  en- 
thusiasm and  interest  alone  would  not  suffice. 

To  this  enthusiasm  must  be  added  the  patronage 
and  leadership  of  some  influential  and  public  spirited 
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man  of  standing,  an  alii  or  chieftain,  to  take  the 
initiative  and  lead  in  the  matter.  But  with  the  in- 
coming of  the  new  order  the  few  remaining  chiefs  who 
had  survived  the  wars,  not  to  mention  that  fearful 
epidemic  the  Oknu,  which  decimated  all  classes  of 
the  population  early  in  this  century,  had  lost  relish  and 
the  old  enthusiasm  for  these  ancient  sports.  Their 
time  and  attention  were  demanded  for  more  practical 
affairs,  in  planting  food,  making  roads,  and  in  perform- 
ing many  services  for  the  king  among  the  more  arduous 
of  which  may  be  mentioned  that  of  gathering  sandal 
wood  in  the  mountain  forests  from  which  great  profits 
were  realized.  We  must  remember  that  the  commer- 
cial, money  getting  spirit  was  here  in  advance  of  the 
missionaries,  and  both  king  and  chiefs  were  quick  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  energies  of  the  people  for  their 
own  emolument.  The  wants  of  the  Hawaiian  had 
been  few  and  easily  satisfied.  Under  the  new  order 
of  things  a  thousand  new  desires  were  kindled  even 
in  the  hearts  of  the  least  ambitious,  so  that  there  was 
no  time  or  place  for  regret  or  turning  back,  hardly  for 
thought. 

Great  social  revolutions  come  as  does  the  Kingdom 
of  Heaven,  without  observation.  After  the  sounds  of 
battle  at  Kuamoo  were  hushed,  the  change  from  the 
old  to  the  new  order  of  things  was  accomplished  with 
no  greater  outward  signs  of  commotion  than  are  ob- 
served in  the  turning  of  an  ocean  tide.  And  yet  the 
new  life  that  opened  up  before  the  Hawaiian  in  the 
year  1820  was  separated  from  the  old,  from  that  of  the 
time  of  the  dead  Kamehameha,  by  a  gulf  as  deep  and 
impassable  as  if  an  earthquake  had  chasmed  the  earth 
to  its  foundations.  His  thoughts  and  musings,  his 
philosophizings,  so  far  as  he  had  any,  were  not  with 
the  goods  and  properties  he  had  cast  away  on  the 
other  side — his  attention  was  absbrbed  in  the  panora- 
ma that  daily  and  hourly  unrolled  itself  before  him. 

The  last  thought  to  enter  his  head  would  have  been 
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that  of  attempting  to  resuscitate  the  public  celebration 
of  games  after  the  manner  of  the  ancient  Makahiki 
festival. 

The  gods  that  presided  over  those  defunct  celebra- 
tions had  gone  into  perpetual  exile — in  reality  only 
yesterday — as  it  must  have  seemed  to  the  men  who 
stood  on  this  side  the  gulf— ages  ago. 

My  answer,  then,  to  the  question  what  part  the  earl)' 
missionaries  took  in  the  death  and  retirement  of  Ha- 
waii's ancient  sports  and  games,  is  that  they  exercised 
no  direct  or  appreciable  influence  in  the  matter  what- 
ever.    They  were  for  the  most  part  in  great  ignorance 
'  of  many  of  the  institutions  that  the  Hawaiian  people 
had  cast  off  in  the  wilderness.     Their  spirit  and  mood 
Iwas    practical   and  philanthropic  and  did  not  concern 
■itself  with  philosophizing.     The  causes  that  had   pro- 
duced Hawaii's  great  revolution  were  national  and  were 
in  operation  years  before  their  arrival  on   her  shores. 
The  missionaries  were  not  the  authors  of  Hawaii's  cen- 
tury of  war;  they  did   not  cause  the   abolition   of    her 
tabus  and  idol  worship;  they  did  not  put  a  stop  to  the 
Makahiki  festival;  they   did  not  introduce  gunpowder 
and  muskets,  playing  cards  and  dice. 

Much  as  the  more  thoughtful  and  judicious  among 
the  early  missionaries  may  at  times  have  regretted 
the  decline  of  interest  and  practice  of  the  nobler  of  the 
old  Hawaiian  sports,  they  were  utterly  powerless  to 
arrest  the  tendency  towards  the  substitution  of  im- 
ported and  foreign  games  for  the  worthy  sports  and 
exercises  indigenous  to  the  soil  and  race. 

How  little  power  of  control  the  missionary  had  over 
this  national  movement,  which  I  have  shown  had  its 
roots  in  causes  that  were  operative  before  his  arrival, 
may  be  judged  from  the  fact  that  in  spite  of  his  declared 
opposition  to  the  hula,  that  relic  of  heathenism  sttfl 
survives,  and  from  time  to  time  the  altars  of  the  obscene 
Laka  send  forth  their  baleful  light,  as  the  waning  fires 
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are  fed  by  high  patronage  at  home,  or  are  replenish* 
by  the  offerings  of  pilgrims  from  abroad. 

The  change  that  has  passed  over  this  land  is  one 
great  interest  from  every  point  of  view.  It  is  not  coi 
fined  to  this  archipelago;  but  is  part  of  a  movemei 
affecting  that  whole  family  of  Polynesian  peoples,  witl 
one  section  of  which  our  lot  has  been  cast.  It  is 
characterized  not  alone  by  the  disappearance  of  one 
set  of  sports  and  games  and  their  replacement  by 
another,  but  by  substitution  in  nearly  every  relation 
of  life. 

Iron  takes  the  place  of  stone,  fabrics  woven  from 
cotton,  linen,  wool  and  silk  take  the  place  of  kapa, 
the  dugout,  waa  gives  way  to  the  framed  vessel,  and 
so  on,  through  a  long  list,  but  most  significant  of  all, 
the  worship  of  the  one  God  has  been  substituted  for 
that  of  Ku.  Kane,  Lono,  Kanaloa  and  a  multitude  of 
deities. 


Constitution  and  By-Laws. 


PREAMBLE. 

We,  the  children  of  the  American  Protestant  Mission 
to  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  desiring  to  promote  the 
cause  of  Gospel  Missions,  as  well  as  to  strengthen 
the  bonds  of  union  that  naturally  exist  amongst 
us,  do  hereby  organize  ourselves  into  a  Social 
Missionary  Society,  under  the  following  Constitu- 
tion and  By-Laws: 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article  1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  "The 
Hawaiian  Mission  Children's  Society." 

Art.  2.  The  design  of  the  Society  is  to  cherish  and 
promote  union  amongst  its  members,  to  cultivate  in 
them  an  active  missionary  spirit,  stir  them  up  to  good 
work,  and  more  especially  to  assist  in  the  support  of 
Christian  Missions. 

Art.  3.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Recording  Secretary,  a 
Home  and  a  Foreign  Corresponding  Secretary,  and 
Treasurer,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at 
the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  to  hold  office  for 
one  year. 

Art.  4.  No  one  is  eligible  to  fill  the  office  of  Presi- 
dent for  two  consecutive  years. 

Art.  5.  At  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society, 
two  members  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  who  together 
with  the  officers  mentioned  in  Article  3,  and  such  mem- 
bers as  may  be  chosen  by  the  Auxiliary   Societies  in 
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accordance  with  Article  9,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of 
Managers,  and  who  shall  hold  office  for  one  year. 

Art.  6.  Any  descendant  of  those  who  are,  or  have 
been  members  of  the  American  Protestant  Mission  to 
these  Islands,  rind  the  descendants  of  all  those  admitted 
into  the  Society  in  accordance  with  Article  7,  are  en- 
titled to  join  the  Society  by  paying  into  the  Treasury 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  annually,  which  shall  constitute 
one  an  Annual  Member,  or  paying  at  any  one  time  the 
sum  of  ten  dollars,  which  shall  constitute  one  a  Life 
Member. 

Art.  7.  Any  other  persons  in  active  sympathy,  with 
the  object  and  aims  of  the  Society  may  become 
members  by  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present 
at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Society  on  payment  of 
fees  as  in  x^rticle  6. 

Art.  8.  Any  number  of  Life  Members,  resident4 
elsewhere  than  in  Honolulu,  pledging  not  less  than 
$25  annually  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Society,  may 
form  an  "Auxiliary"  (to  consist  of  Annual  and  Life 
Members  of  the  Society)  by  the  appointment  of  such 
officers,  and  the  making  of  such  regulations  as  they 
may  wish;  provided,  however,  all  be  done  in  conformity 
with  Article  2  of  the  Constitution. 

Art.  9.  Any  Auxiliary  Society,  pledging  not  less 
than  $100  per  annum,  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  annually 
one  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Parent 
Society,  to  hold  office  one  year  from  its  Annual 
Meeting. 

Art.  10.  All  members  of  the  American  Protestant 
Mission  areex-officio  Honorary  Members  of  this  Society. 
Any  person  may  be  admitted  as  an  Monorary  Member 
of  this  Society  by  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 
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Art.  11.  Any  member  may  appeal  from  any  action 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  to  the  Society,  at  any  regular 
meeting.  If  the  appeal  is  seconded,  such  action  may 
be  reversed  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present. 

Art.  1*2.  The  Society  shall  hold  a  regular  meeting 
on  such  a  Saturday  evening  of  each  month  as  it  may 
approve,  and  an  Annual  Meeting  in  May  or  June. 

Art.  13.  Each  member  shall  receive  a  certificate 
of  membership  in  the  following  form,  to  be  signed  by 
the  President  and  countersigned  by  the  Treasurer.

Alterations  in,  or  additions  to,  this  Con- 
stitution may  be  made  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  by  a 
vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present,  such 
alterations  or  additions  having  been  handed  in,  in  writ- 
ing, at  the  previous  meeting  of  th^  Board  of  Managers 
by  any  member  of  the  Society. 

*  By  resolution  of  the  Society  the  time  for  the  regular 
Monthly  Meetings  is  fixed  on  the  Saturday  immediately 
preceding  the  fulling  of  the  moon. 
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BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE    I.  —OF    THE    OFFICERS. 

Section  I.  The  President  shall  preside  over  th 
meetings  of  the  Society,  deliver  and  address  before  the 
Society  at  its  annual  meeting,  upon  vacating  his  office; 
appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise  provided  for;  sign 
all  certificates  of  membership  arrange  the  programme 
of  exercises  for  each  regular  meeting,  consulting  with 
the  Chairmen  of  the  various  committees,  and  he  may 
convene  the  Society  to  Special  Meetings  at  his  discre- 
tion. He  shall  also  be  ex  officio  President  of  the  Board 
of  Managers. 

Sec.   2.     The  Vice-President  shall  audit  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Treasurer,  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  I 
the  President  in  case  of  his  absence. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secre- 
tary to  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Society 
at  its  several  meetings,  and  make  out  an  abstract  report 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Society,  during  his  term  of 
office,  at  its  Annual  Meeting.  He  shall  also  be  ex  officio 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  furnish 
the  Treasurer  with  a  certified  copy  of  every  order  on 
the  Treasurer  authorized  by  the  Board. 

Sec.  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretaries  shall  carry 
on  the  correspondence  of  the  Society  at  home  and 
abroad;  take  charge  of  the  books  and  papers  of  the 
Society,  excepting  the  files  of  the  Maile  Wreath,  and 
report  at  its  Annual  Meeting. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  safely  keep 
all  moneys  belonging  to  the  Society,  pay  over  such 
moneys  as  ma)-  be  directed  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Board  of  Managers,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  such 
sxpenses  as  shall  have  been  incurred  by  their  order, 
such  order  having  the  signature  of  the  Recording  Sec- 
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retaary;  shall  countersign  all  certificates  of  member- 
ship; and  shall,  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society, 
present  an  accurate  statement  of  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements of  the  Society  during  the  year. 

ARTICLE    II.— OF    THE    BOARD    OF    MANAGERS. 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers to  superintend  all  business  transactions  of  the 
Society  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  the  Constitution, 
and  to  keep  full  and  correct  minutes  of  all  its  own 
proceedings. 

Sec  2.  Any  members  of  the  Society  desiring  to 
bring  any  business  before  the  Board  of  Managers,  shall 
make  kno\vn  such  business  in  a  written  application  to 
some  member  of  the  Board,  who  shall  lay  it  before  the 
Board  for  their  action  thereon. 

Sec  3.  The  Board  shall  decide  upon  all  applica- 
tions for  membership  under  Articles  7  and  10  of  the 
Constitution;  and  also  upon  the  disposition  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society. 

Sec  4.  The  minutes  of  the  Board  shall  be  read 
before  the  Society  at  each  regular  meeting  for  ac- 
ceptance and  adoption. 

Sec  5.  Any  vacancies  occuring  in  the  Board  of 
Managers,  by  death  or  otherwise,  shall  be  refilled  by 
regular  election  of  the  Society  at  the  earliest  succeed- 
ing meeting. 

Sec  6.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be 
held  at  such  times  as  the  Board  may  determine,  within 
seven  days  immediately  preceeding  the  regular  meeting 
of  the  Society.  The  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  note 
the  members  present  at  each  meeting. 

Sec  7.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be 
called  by  the  President  at  his  discretion,  or  by  three 
members  thereof. 
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ARTICLE    III. —  DUTIES    OF    MEMBERS. 

The  members  of  the  Society  are  expected  to  attend 
the  regular  meetings  of  the  Society,  as  far  as  may  be 
possible;  to  perform  all  such  duties  as  may,  from  time 
to  time,  be  assigned  to  them;  to  collect  all  information 
that  may  be  useful  or  interesting  to  the  Society,  and  at 
each  regular  meeting  contribute  to  the  funds  of  the 
Society,  according  to  their  generosity  and  means. 

ARTICLE    IV. — OF    MEETINGS. 

The  regular  monthly  meetings  of  the  Society  shall 
be  opened  by  prayer  and  singing;  the  minutes  of  the 
last  meeting  shall  be  read  by  the  Recording  Secretary; 
the  minutes  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  then  be  read 
and  acted  upon;  a  collection  shall  be  taken  up  by  the 
Treasurer;  the  entertainment  provided  for  in  Article  5 
shall  then  be  in  order;  next  shall  follow  miscellaneous 
business;  after  which  the  meeting  shall  be  closed  by 
singing. 

The  monthly  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  open 
to  such  guests  as  any  of  the  members  may  invite  as 
being  in  sympathy  with  the  Society  and  its  objects. 

ARTICLE    V. STANDING    COMMITTEES. 

There  shall  be  a  committee  of  one  on  music,  who 
shall  be  chosen  quarterly,  to  aid  in  providing  for  the 
profitable  entertainment  of  each  monthly  meeting. 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  four,  consisting  of  two 
ladies  and  two  gentlemen,  to  be  elected  every  four 
months,  to  conduct  a  monthly  paper,  the  purpose  of 
which  shall  be  to  develop  more  fully  the  intellectual 
resources  of  the  Society,  and  add  to  the  Missionary 
interest  of  each  monthly  meeting. 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  one,  to  be  appointed 
annualy,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  provide  the  editors 
of  the  Maile  Wreath  with  suitable  stationery,  and  to 
be  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  file  of  the 
Maile  Wreath. 
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ARTICLE    VI. RULES    OF    ORDER. 

Sec.  1.  In  Miscellaneous  business,  no  one  shall 
peak  more  than  five  minutes  at  a  time,  without  per- 
mission from  the  Society. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  other  points  of  order,  the  presiding 
nicer  shall  be  guided  by  the  rules  laid  down  in  Cush- 
ng's  Manual. 

ARTICLE    VII. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  annulled  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular 
meeting,  notice  of  each  amendment  having  been  given 

the  meeting  next  preceding.
